‘Canada, and giving

in the matter. 

Washington, D, C.—If ithe admin- 
stration can induce the Canadian gov- 
ernment to see the advantage of such 
action, a treaty will ‘be submitted to 


dominion from and to the United 
States for the year ending March 31 
last, as compared with the preceding 
year, were as follows: Imports, $223,- 
501,809, an increase of $43,475,259; ex- 
ports, $113,150,778, an increase of $20,- 
546,421. 
Congress May Be Stubborn 

It.is realized by the administration 
that it will be extremely difficult to 
get congress to ratify whatever kind 
of a treaty may be submitted by the 
president. Under the precedent- es- 
tablished in the case of the reciprocity 
treaty with Cuba, it will be necessary 
to submit the Canadian convention to 
the house. 

Unquestionably for political effect, 
the Democrats, and some of the insur- 
gents will seck to tackle various am- 
endments to the Aldrich law upon the 
Canadian treaty and it will be difficult 
to defeat them in view of the lack of 
control which the old organization 
now has upon the members. 

It is conceded, however, that in the 
end the treaty will be ratificd, since 
the country is expected to give unmis- 
takable evidence at the elections on 
November 8 of its dissatisfaction with 
the Aldrich law, and every coneress-

Broadest Kind of Reciprocity. 

It is the understanding that the 
broadest kind tof «a reciprocity treaty 
will be arranged if Canada wil lcom- 
ply with the wishes of ‘this govern- 
ment, aad the tract relations of the 
two countries will be pliced upon a 
sound eis oof mutual advantage 
which will avean mac to them: com. 
mercially and p Abave all, 
it is expecta aogreat deal 
ta do with wmiiné the feeling in 
the states along the sorthern border 
against the Aldrich tariff law. 

Un return tfor rhe extansion af the 
minimum tariff co (Canadian products 
fast March the dominion reduced the 
rates of duty on certain products im- 
ported from wmerican. or these 
itemns the rates of the so-called “inter- 
mediate tariff,” which had been re- 
stricted to the produats of a few coun- 
tries, were made genenal in their ap- 
plicatton, 

The “intermediate tariff” consists of 
a schedule of duties lower than the 
weneral tariff but higher than the pre- 
ferential rates acorded to the united 
kingdom and reciprocating Hritish 
colonies. Until last spring these rates 
had been gmnted in part to France 
Dy actreaty ‘between the two con 


tries. 


Other Nations Included, 

Folhtowing the concession ¢o France, 
like treatmers svas acorded to Arcen- 
tina Austria-Hungary, Bolivia, Colom- 
‘bia, Denmark, 1, Norway, Russia, 
Spain, Sweden,  Savitzerland, and 
Vonezuia, The United States aautur- 
ally suffered from whis situation, but 
regained a part of its lost ground by 
the negotiations following the enac* 
ment oof the maximum and aninimum 
feature of tlre Aldrich Jaw. 

Canada then applied the “intermed- 
jate tariff” to a number of products, 
including certain dried fruits, nuts, 
photographs, engravings, coap, soap 
powders, perfumery, tableware, wan 
dow glass, watch action, and move- 
mints, leather, feathers, cottonseed oil, 


sausage casings, magnesia, camphor | 


gum, mineral waters, ete 

The list fails to contain many thou- 
sands of articles in which American 
farmers and manufacturers are inter- 
ested, and these it is proposed by 
the administration to cover in the ne- 
gotiations about to be actively be- 
gun. 

Canada is not approaching the ne- 
rotiations with the same cazerness as 
this country. Her people do net 
realize to the same extent the need 
of reciprocity with America as we 
do on this side of the border, 

Canada is Less Eager 

There was a time when the Cana- 
dians wotld have been delighted to 
enter into a trade treaty with us. | A 
decade ago they nade frequent repre- 
sentations with this end in view, 
but they fell on deaf ears because 
American sentiment did not approve 
of anything of the kind, 

In the meantime the dominion has 
been developing by leaps and bounds. 
lt is becoming more and more a man- 
ufacturer of what its people need. It 
is true American manufactured goods 
are sold more largely in the northern 
country than those of any other coun- 
try. In a list of about forty of the 
leading manufactures imported ito 
Canada during the last fiscal year, the 
whole amounted to more than $200,- 
000,000, the share of the United States 
aggregated $113,000,000, against $70,- 
875,000 for the United Kingdom. 

Included in this list were cotton, 
linen, jute; and wool manufactures 
from the United Kingdom to — the 
value of $35,,388,468, against $4,658,621 
from the United States. 

United States in Lead 

Omitting these latter from the total 
imports for the United Kingdon 
reached a total of only $34,487,418, as 
against about $1o08,cco,co0 from. this 
country. The United States holds 
the leading place in the Canadian im- 
ports of iron and steel. Canada re- 
ceived $59,356,000 worth of these pro- 
ducts last year, of which $46,333,000 
came from American mills. 

As an indication of the way Cana- 
dian trade is growing a comparison 
made in a recent consular report is in- 
teresting. In 1909 the total value of 
Canadian imports was $298,205,957 
and in 1910, $375,783,660, an increase 
of $77,577,703. In 1909 the total value 
of Canadian exports was $261,512,150,
